county officials, mayor's - the governor (remember if you live in a death penalty state they decide who lives or dies 


among other massive power).

For months I’ve seen people | used to respect 
claiming that there’s nothing Biden could do and that the slaughter of Palestinians is inevitable so we have to ignore it to 
stop Trump, and in the last week we've seen all the things so many have argued that entire time, the ways the executive 
and Commander in Chief can slow and hobble military aide within the confines of the law. And how much sooner could 
that have happened if not for the insulating bubble created by moderates and liberals crying “but Trump!” from the first 
sign people were angry about the carnage they were seeing. 


There is something to be said for being more conciliatory now that change is starting to come, but for myself | think it's 
best to wait and see if something lasting can be achieved.

My politics are generally progressive, but on the Israel vs. Hamas war, my feeling is often that progressives in general don't 
look very deep. They learn the casualty count, especially the number of children killed and that's often all they need to 
know. 


And that's almost to their credit. Perhaps it SHOULD be all we need to know. Maybe something is wrong with me that | 
questioned this further. 


(Incidentally the UN estimates of the number of children killed was reduced by half yesterday. 7000+ children dead is still a 
lot (the war in Ukraine “only" killed about 600 kids) but | still thought it was worth correcting. Of course, these are 


estimates, and we won't know the full count until the conflict ends and the dust settles.) 


Here are few other uncomfortable truths I've come across: 


= 


Half the population of Palestine is under the age of 18. A sixteen year old with a gun is going to counted as a dead 
child. 


2) Gaza is one of the most densely populated regions on the planet. Hamas does use child soldiers and human shields. It 
often forbids its civilians from fleeing an announced war zone.

Every war kills civilians. There are always children dying in war. Israel's ratio of civilians killed to militants killed is 
comparable to that of other conflicts around the world, and that's in spite of all those factors | mentioned before. 


4) | strongly believe most of the people protesting for a ceasefire don't have a particularly strong opinion on Israel's 
legitimacy as a state, but | also know that whenever there is movement that criticizes Israel's policies, that movement is 
inevitably co-opted by anti-Zionists, and because people in general prefer simple narratives with a good guy and a bad guy 
and like to root for the underdog, even if the underdog is represented by religious fundamentalists who viciously attacked 
the "bad guys". | have seen leftists argue that any violence by the oppressed targeting their oppressors is justified, while 
Israel neither had a right to exist or defend itself. People who hold their views don't really care about dead children, only 
who is doing the killing. Unfortunately, Israel and Palestine are far, far away and most people (including myself) are quite 
ignorant about the political and historical reality of Israel and vulnerable to anti-Zionist propaganda.(To be clear, | do not 
consider myself a Zionist, I'm just skeptical of anti-Zionist arguments, who generally just sound like thinly-veiled 
antisemitism to me. Also my experience talking to people on the pro-Israel side can be equally frustrating. They are prone 
to act callously indifferent to the loss of life and use dehumanizing language to describe the Palestinians). 


5) Palestinians in Gaza will never be free while under Hamas’ thumb. They haven't had an election in nearly 20years. 
Palestine doesn't have a great record for women's rights or LGBT rights. Palestinians in Israel are arguably more free. 


Conclusion: honestly, | don't want kids to die, but | also understand Israel's perspective. They don't want to be attacked 
again. What alternative do they have? Not to mention, Hamas is still holding several hostages. 


| want the world to live in peace. | want Palestinians and Israelis to coexist in peace, freedom, and safety. We have to 
recognize a lot of people don't want that. Hamas certainly doesn't want it. Iran doesn't want it. 


Maybe we should just never go to war. Everyone should just disband their armies, and we should just maintain a 
peacekeeping force under the umbrella of the United Nations. Think about it: if my children are raped and murdered, | can't 
go after their murderers myself, | have to let the police arrest them, and the courts try them. But when Israel is attacked, 
Israel sends their own troops to defend themselves. It just went through the worst kind of trauma yet are expected to act 
dispassionately. Of course, this is all terribly naive of me. 


I've probably alienated people from all sides now... As | said, I'm still struggling, still figuring things out. I'm a great believer 
in nonviolent direct action, and | believe what Palestine really needs is a Gandhi or Nelson Mandela, someone who would 
champion their rights in a way that is disruptive, cannot be ignored, but also nonviolent. But until this happens, I'm at a loss 
over what Israel should do.

- This didn’t start a few months ago. It started nearly a century ago when the British did what they were great at: fucked 
around in other countries and stoked ethnic strife. Since then, settlers and eventually the Israeli government have used a 
mix of state sponsored terrorism and authoritarian policing to slowly push people off their land so it could be resettled. 35 
thousand were killed in the last few months of a conflict that has lasted for generations and killed many thousands more. 


- Why is the knee jerk reaction to always clarify “well obviously | don’t like Hammas."? It's always easy for someone sitting 
on the sidelines with no stake in what’s happening to hand wring about the tactics oppressed people use to struggle 
against their oppressors. Hammas didn't create the state of violence in the country, they're responding to it. And if they’re 
going to fight a war to resist imperialists with vastly superior access to military resources, they can't exactly fight a 
straight, clean war. They have to use guerrilla tactics like in Vietnam, or WW2 resistance fighters, or idk, the American 
Revolution just to name a few. War is never a nice thing. But if the choice is that or genocide, how can you blame them? 
When I’ve spoken to people about this, they'll focus in on specific atrocities Hammas has committed (or sometimes 
supposedly committed, there's a lot of misinformation so it’s hard to tell.) against a handful of Israelis. They have a 
visceral reaction to the horrific depictions they see, which is larger in their minds than the horrors of the mass killing of 
Palestinians, the destruction of their homes, or the denial of basic necessities, rights, and dignity. 


- | refuse to believe that any modern US president is just an essentially good guy who just is too afraid to break convention. 
There's a reason why a lot of rich donors give to candidates across the aisle. Because no matter who's the face of the 
country, the ones in power are still the capitalist class. And surprise surprise: There are financial interests in imperialism. 
Military contractors get money from building weapons, oil and other extractive industries make money from gaining 
access to the resources of other countries, and more broadly capitalists gain access to new markets, often on favorable 
terms. Etc. For the US, you shouldn't assume war is an aberration we try to avoid. It's the default. The country has spent 
most of its history in one war or another. A while ago | thought about just the major wars you learn about in school, and 
there hasn't been more than a 20 year gap between each of these wars. And there are so many more military or 
intelligence “interventions” the US has been involved in besides those. Hell, the country was established in much the same 
pattern as Israel: Show up in a place that's already occupied, label the current residents as savages that don't really have 
any claim to the land, proclaim it's your god given right to expand and settle the land, then proceed to genocide the people 
to accomplish that. The US gov is strategically and ideologically aligned with the Israeli government. 


- So in spite all of this, your solution is to just keep doing what we're doing. Keep voting for the same people in hopes that 
we can somehow convince them to do something other than what they've been doing for the history of the country, 
despite us not being willing to wield any real power against them. “Oh but we should also protest. But not like that. You're 
doing it wrong. The only acceptable form of protest is one that gets in nobody's way and doesn't bother anybody.” And 
aside from the ineffectiveness of these kinds of protests, the state cracks down on them violently anyway. Remember 
when people were protesting police violence, so the police did violence against them, and then Biden's response was to 
give police departments more money? You can't avoid violence. It’s inherent to the system. The only choice is whether you 
do something about it or let them keep doing it to you. 


- History didn’t start at the last news/election cycle. If you don’t understand that, there’s no hope for understanding how to 
fix anything. You're just doomed to be stuck in this loop of being mad about whatever's currently on TV and then doing 
nothing about it until the next thing makes you forget about the first. 


EDIT: Also, before anyone starts saying stuff like "Well the civil rights movement was a peaceful protest and that worked." | 
ask you two questions: 


1) Would you really have been on the right side of that when it was happening? Or would you have been one of the white 
moderates King wrote about who thought their methods were too disruptive and they just needed to be patient? 


2) Did it ACTUALLY work? Sure, we got rid of explicitly discriminatory laws. But can you look at the state of the country 
today and say that it actually did much to address systemic racism and inequality? The legacy of redlining and the 
continuing reality of economic inequality has left many parts of the country still effectively segregated by race. | grew up in 
a town, in the north no less, where | could count the number of black people | saw on one hand. And that's not because 
none are in the area. You go a town or two over and the whole place is inhabited by people of color. There's no law that 
forces this reality, and yet segregation still exists. And in those marginalized communities, we over-police them and jail 
them based on drug laws we knew were deliberately targeting those communities and yet stayed around for half a century. 
And as we saw with BLM, the police still brutalize these people they're supposedly there to protect. Sure, we have a few 
more people of color in positions of power, but the reality for the vast majority of them is continued de-facto segregation. 


As much as | want to believe in a society that can work things out in a peaceful, democratic way, that can only exist once 


systemic violence has been rooted out of society and people regain control of their government and workplaces. You have 
to be willing to rise to the challenge of facing an inherently violent system and you don't do that by playing by their rules.

| am Israeli. | live in Israel, | served in the IDF. | am also very opposed to what is happening now in Gaza, and no less 
opposed to the Netanyahu regime. There are many demonstrations here against him and his terrible government, and in 
favor of an agreement that will end this terrible war and return the hostages that Hamas took. 


However.. 


As much as | oppose what is happening, | must point out that the picture is not that simple. It is much more complex than 
I, an ordinary Israeli citizen, know, and certainly than those outside the conflict know. So allow me to be the devil's 
advocate for a moment.. 


This is not a simple situation of "Israel killed more, therefore Israel is evil". And I'm not saying this because of 
rationalization, it's a complex event in which there is a terrorist organization that in its manifesto calls and works for the 
destruction of Israel and the Jewish people (yes, they are the ones calling for genocide). Hamas acted on this in October, 
where he not only penetrated Israel's borders but also murdered, kidnapped and raped thousands of people. in their homes 
and at a dance festival for peace. A PEACE festival, because it is the driving force for many of us. They were slaughtered 
there. But the problem is that the war against this terrorist organization is embedded within the population. Under their 
houses, in protected underground tunnels, in the schools, in the hospitals. in the private homes of the citizens. Some of 
them are innocent civilians who are being exploited by Hamas, as human shields threatened at gun point, some of them 
are collaborators. From the moment Israel decided to respond, we were caught between a rock and a hard place. Because 
you can't reach Hamas alone.

And every international proposal for a cease-fire and the return of the hostages that Hamas declines - | 
bang my head against the wall. There is so much pressure in Israel for their return, by almost any means, but Hamas 
simply refuses to end it. Whether it is an American, Egyptian, Qatari offer... they refused everything after the first stage in 
which some of the women and children were released. Some. 


| will conclude by saying that Israel, contrary to what we see at the moment, is a peaceful country which is looking for 
peace. We made peace with many of our enemies - Egypt, Jordan, and many other countries that came under the Abraham 
accords. We live in peace, Jews and Arabs, in Israel where everyone has equal and full rights and there is a place for 
everyone. We left Gaza with the hope that it would be possible to reach peace there as well. | may be naive, but | still 
dream of peace. But it cannot be with Hamas, unfortunately. After what happened, Israel will not be able to tolerate 
continued Hamas rule. Not the Palestinians - Hamas. They are an existential threat to all of us.

However, it should be remembered that POTUS isn't elected by the electorate of the United States, but by an Electoral 
College, comprising delegations selected on a state-by-state basis. So this point depends on which state you live in. 

For instance, where | live, in California, Trump lost by a 2:1 margin the last two times - slightly less in 2016 (short by 
200,000), quite a bit more in 2020, and the statewide trend has continued in that direction. This means that it is 
mathematically impossible to throw California's Electoral College delegation to Trump by voting "third party". 

Even accepting the false premises behind that narrative, that every vote for a progressive "third party" is deducted from the 
Democratic Party column (we actually draw more from the much larger pool of otherwise non-voters) - go ahead and do 
that with the 2020 election, and see what happens. The result may surprise you! Put it a more realistic way: if everyone 
who voted for Bernie in the California primaries in 2016 and 2020 had voted Peace and Freedom in November, Trump 
would still have lost by a comfortable 3:2 margin, and a socialist party would have gotten 2 million votes - a cost-free 
shove on the Overton Window. 

Steve's point #3 has some validity in a "swing" state, one which is actually contested between the duopoly parties. But in a 
state as lopsided as California, it makes no sense to vote "lesser evil" - you're just spitting in the ocean. Ina state like this, 
if you want your vote to actually count for something statistically, you need to vote "third party". 

| agree with Steve on one thing: do not sit it out. The only form of political action less effective than voting, is not-voting. 
But voting for the "lesser evil" when there's no reason to is just the flip side of that error - ceding the territory to the enemy. 
When you have an opportunity to vote for what you actually believe in - even if it's a mere "protest vote" - it's wrong not to 
take it. 

In California, we have a socialist party on the ballot - Peace and Freedom - as well as the Greens. Other states have other 
parties, or do things entirely differently (love this system...). Check your state's electoral results from 2016 and 2020 and 
rational projections for this year, how your state's Electoral College delegation is selected, and all the parties/candidates 
on the ballot, and decide for yourself whether Steve's point #3 applies to you or not.
